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Mr* Coutts 

O N Monday evening, September 3, there 
passed away in the City of New York, 
one of Moose Jaw’s most respected citi¬ 
zens, Mr. Richard 
D. Coutts, form¬ 
erly Vice-Princi¬ 
pal of the Moose 
Jaw Normal 
School. The fun¬ 
eral took place 
September 6, at 
Georgetown, Ont. 

He was born 
in March, 1869, 
at Valetta, Kent 
Countjy, Ontario, 
and received his 
early education 
at public school 
No. 2, Tilbury, and at Chatham Collegiate. 
Upon graduation from Chatham Colleg¬ 
iate he won the Tye gold medal for highest 
standing in classics and modern languages. 

After a year at the University of 
Toronto he attended Model School at 
Chatham and for three years held the 
position of senior teacher in the public 
school department of Newcastle Union 
high school. 

He then returned to the University of 
Toronto and graduated in 1894 with 
honors in classics. He later held the 
classical mastership of Harriston High 
School, leaving it to assume the principal- 
ship of Georgetown High School in 1897. 
This position he held for seventeen years. 

In 1914 he came to the West, assuming 
the principalship of the Collegiate Insti¬ 
tute at Moosomin, Sask., and in 1915 he 
became inspector of schools in the Assini- 
boia inspectorate. During the following 
12 years, besides acting as inspector of 
schools, he assisted each winter in short 
or long term Normal Schools, except in 
1919, when he conducted a survey of

In 1927 he became a member of the 
staff of the Moose Jaw Normal School and 
in 1930 he accepted the position of vice¬ 
principal, from which position he retired 
on superannuation in June, 1933. 

Shortly after his retirement, he and 
Mrs. Coutts sailed for Europe, planning to 
spend a year in travel. In January, Mr. 
Coutts was taken seriously ill in Athens, 
and soon after returned to New York for 
treatment, where he died. 

Friends and former students will long 
remember him for his sterling qualities of 
heart and mind. He was a great teacher, 
a loyal and generous friend, one of earth’s 
noblemen,
